W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland (herein- 
after referred to as “the Local Government Board 55 ) have 
made the Provisional Orders set out in Schedules A and B hereto 
under the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1919: 

5 And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders should be 
confirmed by Parliament: 

Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent 
Majesty by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament 
10 assembled and by the authority of the same as follows : — 

I . The Orders set out in the schedules hereto are hereby Orders in 
confirmed and all the provisions thereof shall have full validity 
and force.

SCHEDULE A. 

CITY OE DUBLIN. 

Provisional Order . 

WHEREAS the right honourable the lord mayor aldermen and 5 
burgesses of Dublin (hereinafter called “the sanitary authority”) were 
empowered by the Dublin Corporation Waterworks Act 1861 to 
applot collect and levy a rate to be called the domestic water rate 
not exceeding one shilling in the pound and also a rate to be called 
the public water rate and it was therein provided that the amount 10 
in the pound of the public water rate should be one-fourth part 
of the amount in the pound of the domestic water rate from time to 
time applotted and 1 levied under the recited Act : 

And whereas the Dublin Corporation Act 1890 empowered the 
sanitary authority notwithstanding the provisions of the Dublin 15 
Corporation Waterworks Act 1861 irrespective of any assessment for 
domestic water rate to applot and levy a public water rate not 
exceeding three pence in the pound as therein provided : 

And whereas the sanitary authority were empowered by the 
Dublin Corporation Act 1897 notwithstanding the provisions of 20 
the twelfth section of the Dublin Corporation Fire Brigade Act 
1862 as amended by the twelfth section of the Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Provisional Order (Dublin) Confirmation Act 1874 
to appropriate and apply for the purposes of the first mentioned Act 
a sum not exceeding two pence halfpenny in the pound of the 25 
annual value of the property in respect of which “the public water 
rate ” should be applotted and levied : 

And whereas the sanitary authority have applied to the Local 
Government Board for Ireland (hereinafter called “the Local Govern- 
ment- Board ”) to make a Provisional Order amending section 91 of 30 
the Dublin Corporation Act 1890 by extending the limit of the public 
water rate to be levied in the city of Dublin and amending section 18 
of the Dublin Corporation Act 1897 by providing that such portion 
of the public water rate without limitation as the sanitary authority 
might from time to time determine might be applied for the purposes 35 
of the Dublin Corporation Fire Brigade Act 1862: 

And whereas the sanitary authority have applied to the Local 
Government Board to make a Provisional Order extending the limit 
as hereinafter provided of the public water rate to be levied in 
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[10 & 11 Geo. 5.] Local Government {Ireland) Provisional 3 
Orders {No. 4). 

the city of Dublin and to remove the limit upon the amount of the 
said rate to be appropriated by the sanitary authority for the purposes 
of the Dublin Corporation Fire Brigade Act 1862 : 

And whereas all advertisements and notices required by the 
5 Public Health. (Ireland) Act 1878 having been previously published 
served and given the Local Government Board have caused a local 
inquiry to be held as to the propriety of assenting to the application 
and it appears to the Local Government Board to be proper to assent 
thereto • 

10 It is ordered by the Local Government Board as follows : — 

1 From and after the confirmation of this Order by Parliament 
the sanitary authority shall be empowered that notwithstanding the 
provisions of section 91 of the Dublin Corporation Act 1890 and 
section 18 of the Dublin Corporation Act 1897 they may irrespective 

15 of any assessment for domestic water rate applot collect and levy 
upon and from the owners of all rateable property within the 
borough of Dublin a public water rate not exceeding six pence in 
the pound on the annual value of such property as the same now 
is or are or shall from time to time hereafter be valued and rated 
20 under the provisions of the Act 15th and 16th Victoria c. 63 or 
any Acts amending the same. 

2 From and after the confirmation of this Order by Parliament 
notwithstanding the provisions of the twelfth section of the Dublin 
Corporation Fire Brigade Act 1862 as amended by the twelfth section 

25 of the Local Government Board (Ireland) Provisional .Order (Dublin) 
Confirmation Act 1874 and the eighteenth section of the Dublin Cor- 
poration Act of 1897 it shall be lawful for the sanitary authority 
to appropriate and apply for the purposes for the first mentioned 
Act a sum not exceeding five pence in the pound of the annual 
30 value of the property in respect of which the public water rate shall 
be applotted and levied. 

3. All costs and expenses incurred by the Local Government 
Board in relation to the application for preparation of making and 
confirming this Order shall be deemed to be and defrayed as ex- 

35 penses incurred by the sanitary authority in the execution of this 
Order and shall be paid by the sanitary authority to the Local 
Government Board. 

4. This Order may be cited as the Dublin Sanitary Order 1920.

SCHEDULE B. 

BUBAL DISTRICT OR SLIGO. 

Provisioned Order to enable the Council of the P.ural District 
of Sligo to put in force the Compulsory Clauses of 
the Lands Clauses Acts. 

"WHEREAS the council of the rural district of Sligo (in this Order 
referred to as “ the district council ”) require to purchase and take 
the lands water and rights described in the Schedule hereto for the 
purpose of providing erecting and supplying waterworks for the town 
of Ballymote in the parish of Emlaghfad rural district and county 10 
of Sligo : 

Now therefore We the Local. Government Board for Ireland in 
pursuance of the power given to Us by section 203 of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and of all other powers enabling Us in 
that "behalf do hereby order that from and after the date of the Act 15 
confirming this Order the following provisions shall have effect 
namely : — 

1. The district council shall be empowered to put in force in 
reference to the lands water and rights described in the schedule 
hereto and for the purpose aforesaid the powers of the Lands Clauses 20 
Acts as amended by section 8 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 
1896 with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than 

by agreement or any of them. 

2. Any arbitrator appointed for the purpose of this Order may 

on the application of the district council award the provision of 25 
special supplies of water either in addition to or in substitution for 
other compensation. 

3. For the purposes of this Order the expression “land” in the 
Lands Clauses Acts shall include the lands water and rights described 

in the schedule hereto. • 30 

4. The costs and expenses of the district council and the Local 
Government Board for Ireland in respect of t.lie application for prepara- 
tion making and confirmation of this Order shall be paid by the 
district council and the money required for that purpose shall be 
supplied by the county council of Sligo in the manner provided by 35 
the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898 as part of the expenses of 
the district council. 

5. This Order may be cited as the Ballymote Waterworks Order 
1920.
